To  us 
the  living  decendants,  let  us  dedicate  our  lives  to  carry  on 
where  they  left  off. 
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PREFACE 

It  has  long  been  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  there  should 
be  a  record  made  of  our  ancestry.  To  make  available  to  all  who 
desire  a  permanent  reference  of  our  ancestors.  That  if  this 
chronology  were  not  compiled  soon  it  would  be  difficult  to  pro¬ 
cure  the  data.  At  present  we  can  still  reply  upon  the  memories 
of  a  few  of  the  older  members  for  the  necessary  data. 

Much  credit  for  the  material  facts  contained  herein  goes 
to  my  father,  Peter  F.  Bartel,  No.  7,  who  has  been  of  valuable 
assistance  throughout.  He  supplied  all  the  anecdots,  and  much 
of  the  data.  In  his  seventy  ninth  year  we  are  very  thankful  that 
he  is  blessed  with  such  a  keen  memory. 

Many  thanks  also  go  to  the  entire  membership  of  the  clan 
for  their  kindly  assistance.  In  the  writing  of  a  chronology  the 
possibility  of  anachronism  is  ever  present.  Therefore  much  re¬ 
checking  of  the  data,  and  correspondence  has  been  necessary. 
This  annoyance  has  been  kindly  accepted  by  all.  It  was  timely 
for  the  writer  to  make  a  trip  through  North  Dakota,  and  Kan¬ 
sas,  which  gave  many  the  opportunity  to  make  a  final  check 
on  their  own  data. 

The  writer  has  endeavored  to  make  this  more  then  a  gen¬ 
ealogy  by  adding  all  the  available  historical  data  possible.  In 
the  search  for  additional  information  a  letter  of  inquiry  was 
*sent  to  the  Historical  Library  at  Bethel  College,  North  New¬ 
ton,  Kansas.  It  was  through  their  suggestion  that  Dr.  Kurt 
Kauenhowen,  the  Mennonite  Historian  was  contacted,  in  Got¬ 
tingen,  Germany.  It  was  from  Dr.  Kauenhowen’s  files  that  the 
information  contained  in  the  translation,  under  appendix  was 
made  possible.  The  genealogy  under  appendix  are  through  the 
courtesy  of  Wilhelm  Bartel,  of  Drake,  Saskatchewan,  Canada. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  area  covered  in  procuring  the 
information  contained  in  this  record.  It  contains  data  from  nine 
states  in  the  United  States,  two  Dominions  of  Canada,  The 
Panama  Canal  Zone,  Hawaii,  and  Germany.  From  this  it  is 
evident  that  much  time  has  necessarily  been  consumed  in  the 
gathering  of  this  data. 

To  those  who  have  so  patiently  waited  for  their  copy  of 
this  genealogy,  they  are  to  be  complimented  for  their  endurance. 

As  for  the  writer  he  has  deemed  it  a  privilege  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  make  this  chronology  possible. 
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Early  History 

There  is  very  little  in  the  way  of  Documentary  records,  to 
be  used  as  early  history  of  our  ancestors  in  the  old  world.  Due 
to  the  rise  and  fall  of  governments  in  Europe.  The  persecutions 
with  the  subsequent  mass  dislocation  of  peoples.  Much  of  this 
early  history  is  now  possibly  lost  forever.  We  are  fortunate,  and 
grateful  for  the  good  memory  of  the  few  older  members,  for 
supplying  the  meager  information  that  follows. 

As  far  as  is  known  the  ancestors  have  been  members  of  the 
Mennonite  faith,  originally  from  Holland.  Our  ancestors  were 
among  those,  who  upon  the  invitation  of  the  German  Kaiser, 
migrated  to  Graudenz,  Prussia,  Germany,  from  Holland,  about 
the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century.  They  lived  in  Ger¬ 
many  about  a  century  and  a  quarter.  When  Frederick  the  Great 
became  ruler  of  Poland  in  1770,  he  invited  these  Mennonites 
in  Germany  to  come  to  Poland.  Our  ancestors  were  again 
among  those  who  accepted  the  invitation  to  move  to  Deutsche- 
Kazun,  Poland.  Establishing  their  homes  along  the  Weichsel 
River,  about  seventeen  miles  from  Warsaw.  Their  occupation 
here  being  agriculture,  and  fishing.  The  reason  for  the  migra¬ 
tion  was  that  they  were  led  to  expect  exemption  from  military 
service.  An  opportunity  to  preserve  their  faith  in  this  land  of  re¬ 
ligious  freedom. 

It  was  during  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  in 
Poland  that  they  were  again  faced  with  compulsory  military 
service.  They  were  again  confronting  the  same  problem  they 
had  in  Germany.  The  decision  of  this  family  along  with  many 
others  was  to  remain  true  to  their  pacifist  religious  convictions. 
It  was  at  this  time  that  the  way  was  opened  to  this  new  world 
America,  a  new  land  of  religious  freedom.  To  make  this  great 
change  their  greatest  treasure  and  possession  was  their  faith  in 
God. 

The  last  generation  in  Deutsch-Kazun,  Poland  were;  Rev. 
Johann  Bartel,  Bom  1797.  Died  February  2,  1862.

Name  of  Wife  unknown. 

Occupation:  Clergyman,  fanning  and  fishing.  Never  came  to 
America.  He  was  bom  at  Markowczysna,  near  Deutsch-Kazun, 
Poland.  At  the  age  of  thirty-two  he  was  elected  Pastor  of  the 
Mermonite  Church,  Deutsch-Kazun.  One  year  later  he  was  or¬ 
dained  Elder  of  the  same  Church.  He  served  this  Congregation 
as  Pastor,  and  Elder  for  thirty  years.  It  was  here  that  he  passed 
to  his  Eternal  Reward.

A  Bachelor,  died  at  Niagara  Falls,  New  York. 

In  the  voyage  to  America  one  piece  of  baggage  belonging 
to  Rev.  John  D.  Bartel  was  lost.  It  is  possible  that  this  lost 
trunk  contained  the  above  missing  data,  along  with  other  valu¬ 
able  information.  Efforts  to  get  this  information  from  Deutsch- 
Kazun,  Poland,  have  been  unsuccessful.  Most  of  the  Church 
Register  there  was  destroyed  in  1939  during  an  air  bombardment. 

According  to  Dr.  Kurt  Kauenh oven’s  records  in  Gottingen, 
Germany,  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  is  there  recorded  as  Johann  J. 
Bartel.  There  is  no  information  available  in  America  to  show 
why  the  middle  initial  is  different.  However  since  all  other  data 
corresponds  it  appears  definite  that  this  is  the  same  person. 

Early  Years  in  Kansas 

It  is  indeed  fitting  that  we  end  this  history  in  Europe,  and 
begin  in  America  with  a  man  of  God.  Rev.  John  D.  Bartel  mi¬ 
grated  to  America  with  his  family  in  December  of  1879.  After 
thirteen  days  at  sea  they  landed  at  New  York  City.  From  here 
they  journeyed  on  to  near  Hillsboro,  Kansas  to  join  other  breth- 
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ren  who  had  come  before  them.  It  took  courage,  and  faith  to 
move  a  family  of  ten  children,  that  distance  into  an  unknown 
land.  All  the  children  were  bom  in  Deutsche  Kazun  except  the 
youngest  daughter  Anna  (12),  bom  at  Hillsboro,  Kansas. 

Rev.  John  D.  Bartel  was  elected  by  a  vote  of  56,  on  the  day 
of  the  Holy  Communion  and  ordained  to  the  Mennonite  Clergy. 
June  30,  1867.  He  served  in  the  ministry"  in  the  Deutsche  Kazun. 
Poland  Church  for  twelve  years,  his  late  Father's  charge. 

At  first  religious  services  in  Kansas  were  conducted  in  the 
homes  by  Rev.  Gerhart  P.  Nickel  who  came  eariler  (see  No.  6 
a  daughter),  and  Rev.  John  D.  Bartel.  After  which  the  religious 
services  were  conducted  in  a  school  house  two  miles  north  of 
Hillsboro. 

It  was  only"  three  yrears  later  (1882)  that  this  group  were  in¬ 
spired  to  organize  into  a  church,  out  of  which  came  Johannestal 
Mennonite  Church.  However  due  to  lack  of  funds  the  church 
was  not  erected,  and  dedicated  until  1884.  This  original  build¬ 
ing  was  three  miles  north  of  Hillsboro.  On  January  5.  1885  the 
first  catechetical  class  of  twenty- two  young  people  were  baptized. 
In  this  first  class  were  Frank  C.  (No.  6).  Peter  F.  (No.  7).  On 
the  Church  Charter  were  Mary  (No.  2),  Eva  (No.  3),  John  B. 
(No.  4),  and  Agnes  (No.  5).  All  members  of  Rev.  John  D.  Bar¬ 
tel’s  family.  Eva  Nickel  see  No.  6  was  a  member  of  this  first 
Baptismal  class. 

Rev.  John  D.  Bartel  had  not  at  this  time  been  ordaind  as 
Elder  in  the  Mennonite  Church,  therefore  Elder  John  S.  Hirsch- 
ler  baptized  this  first  class. 

On  March  9,  1892  Rev.  John  D.  Bartel  was  ordained  as 
Elder  in  the  Mennonite  Church  at  Johannestal  Church,  by  El¬ 
ders  John  S.  Hirschler.  and  William  J.  Ewert.  In  1893  a  Nephew 
John  Plenert  was  ordained  as  the  assistant  Pastor.  Elder  John 
Plenert  remained  it’s  Pastor  until  his  death  September  26.  1937. 
Thus  completing  forty-three  years  in  the  Master’s  Service,  and 
all  at  Johannestal  his  only  charge. 

Along  with  the  duties  at  Johannestal  these  Pastors  also  sup¬ 
plied  when  needed  at  Lehigh  Mennonite  Church,  and  a  settle¬ 
ment  six  miles  north  of  Durham.  Kansas.  Both  Johannestal,  and

Lehigh  Churches  have  been  richly  blessed,  and  active  through 
the  years.  Johannestal  has  twice  been  enlarged,  it’s  present  lo¬ 
cation,  four  miles  north,  and  one  mile  west  of  Hillsboro,  Kan¬ 
sas. 


Early  Years  in  North  Dakota 

In  the  early  years  the  railroads  employed  Emigrant  Agents 
whose  purpose  it  was  to  encourage  people  into  the  new  states. 
The  Great  Northern  Railroad  sent  their  emigrant  agent  Max 
Bass  into  Kansas  to  give  talks  in  behalf  of  North  Dakota.  North 
Dakota  had  been  admitted  to  state  hood,  but  it  was  still  in  the 
process  of  being  settled.  It  was  on  one  of  these  occassions  when 
Max  Bass  was  in  Kansas  that  he  became  acquainted  with  Elder 
John  D.  Bartel. 

It  was  possibly  Max  Bass  who  contacted  Jacob  Spenst,  a 
man  of  influence  in  the  group  of  settlers  in  North  Dakota.  A 
correspondence  began  between  Jacob  Spenst,  and  Elder  John  D. 
Bartel.  Just  what  transpired  between  Jacob  Spenst,  Max  Bass, 
and  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  is  unknown.  There  may  have  been 
a  twofold  purpose,  first  the  need  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  group, 
second  to  get  more  people  into  North  Dakota.  However  there  is 
evidence  of  encouragement.  In  the  fact  that  the  Great  Northern 
Railroad  granted  two  free  round  trip  passes.  The  one  that  Elder 
John  D.  Bartel  should  return  to  Hillsboro,  Kansas  the  first 
June  to  baptize  the  catechetical  class  at  the  Johannestal  Church. 
This  incidently  was  the  last  service  conducted  by  Elder  John  D. 
Bartel  in  Johannestal  Church.  The  other  pass  was  given  to  his 
?on  Peter  F. 

Immediately  upon  his  arrival  in  North  Dakota  Elder  John 
D.  Bartel  assumed  his  duties  in  the  Ministry.  In  the  community 
were  about  twenty  to  thirty  Mennonite  families.  This  group 
had  migrated  from  Russia  to  Manitoba,  Canada,  and  later  set¬ 
tled  here  in  North  Dakota.  In  some  respects  his  ministry  here 
began  similar  to  that  in  Kansas.  In  that  the  first  religious  serv¬ 
ices  were  held  in  the  homes.  After  which  they  met  in  a  school 
house  one  mile  east  of  the  present  Bethel  Mennonite  Church. 
However  the  work  differed  here  in  that  he  was  blazing  the  trad 
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alone.  It  was  evidently  God’s  plan,  in  that  his  efforts  prospered 
from  the  beginning.  In  two  years  this  -  group  were  inspired  to 
eject  the  present  Bethel  Mennonite  Church. 

When  this  group  decided  to  erect  a  church  in  the  summer 
of  1899  the  Christian  Spirit  prevailed  throughout.  Jacob  Weher 
donated  the  site  for  the  Church  eight  smiles  east  -of -Langdon. 
Abraham  Kralm  donated  .one-acre  for' the 'cemetery.  With  free 
will  donations  the  materials  were  purchased.  -The :  men  of  the 
group  gave  of  their  time  -and  skill.  -Bethel  Mennonite  -Church 
in  a  short  time  was  their  house  of  worship,  it  stands  to-day 
unchanged,  a  shrine  to  dhe  faith  of  those  early  settlers. 

In  the  original  organization  of  the  -Bethel  Church,  were: 
Elder  John  D.  Bartel,  Pastor.  Peter  F.  (No.  7), -'Sunday  School 
Superintendant  for  five  years.  During  these  first  five  years  Cor¬ 
nelius  Spenst  (39  a  daughter),  served  one  year ^as  superinten¬ 
dent  David  Bartel  (No.  10),  was  song  leader.  Teachers  were: 
Henry  Bartel  (No.  9),  Peter  Bartel,  and  John  Penner,  Henry 
Bartel  (No.  9)  was  an  active  member,  and  leader  in  this  Church 
until  his  death.  The  Jacob  Spenst  family  have  been  active 
through  the  years.  Thus  the  Church  lives  on  witnessing  for  God. 

In  1899  more  Mennonites  came  to  North  Dakota.  Some 
were  from  Minnesota,  and  others  from  Nebraska.  These  were 
from  those  who  had  originally  migrated  from  Russia  into  Kan¬ 
sas  about  1874,  under  the  leadership  of  Elder  William  Ewert. 
Those  who  came  to  North  Dakota  settled  at  Kline.  Kline  at 
that  time  was  open  prairie,  after  the  Great  Northern  Railroad 
built  through  here  the  name  was  changed  to  Munich.  In  this 
group  were  the  David  Buller  family  (No.  9  Sarah  a  daughter.) 

About  this  time  a  second  group  of  Swiss  Mennonites  came 
in  a  covered  wagon  caravan  from  South  Dakota.  These  settled 
at  Starkweather,  North  Dakota.  This  group  originated  in  Switzer¬ 
land,  but  migrated  from  Russia  to  America.  This  migration  was 
also  about  1874  into  South  Dakota,  under  the  leadership  of  El¬ 
der  Christian  Kaufman.  In  this  group  were  the  Peter  Graber 
family.  (Mrs.  Peter  F.  Bartel,  No.  7:  Mrs.  David  Bartel,  No.  10: 
and  Mr.  Emil  Graber  No.  40,  children.) 

There  were  no  Clergymen  in  either  of  these  two  groups.

Elder  John  D.  Bartel  was  by  this  time  conducting  services  every 
Sunday  in  the  new  Bethel  Church.  He  however  served  these  two 
added  groups  as  best  he  could.  Traveling  in  those  days  was  by 
horse  and  buggy  which  was  slow.  The  twenty-two  miles  to  Stark¬ 
weather  was  quite  a  venture,  especially  in  the  Winter.  The  pro¬ 
cedure  usually  followed  was  to  go  to  Starkweather  on  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon,  stay  for  the  night  with  one  of  the  brethren,  con¬ 
duct  the  religious  services  in  one  of  the  homes  Sunday  fore¬ 
noon.  Immediately  after  the  mid  day  meal  leave  for  Kline.  At 
Kline  religious  sendees  were  conducted  in  one  of  the  homes  on 
Sunday  afternoon  before  returning  heme.  On  these  Sundays 
there  were  no  services  at  the  Bethel  Church.  Therefore  religious 
services  at  both  Starkweather,  and  Kline  were  held  at  irregular 
intervals. 

Elder  John  D.  Bartel  was  the  active  spiritual  leader  of 
these  three  groups  until  the  early  part  of  1904.  At  this  time  due 
to  failing  health  he  was  forced  to  gradually  give  up  his  duties. 
A  kidney  condition  developed,  but  the  Lord  spared  him  in  that 
he  was  bedfast  for  only  about  one  week.  The  Lord  called  him 
to  his  Heavenly  rest  August  20,  1904.  Age  sixty- five  years,  ten 
months.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  adjoining  Bethel 
Mennonite  Church.  Langdon.  North  Dakota.  Words  will  never 
speak  a  louder  tribute  for  him  then  his  deeds.  From  this  meager 
beginning  are  to-day  the  Bethel  Mennonite  Church.  Langdon: 
Salem  Mennonite  Church,  Munich:  and  the  Swiss  Salem  Men¬ 
nonite  Church,  Alsen,  North  Dakota.  Adding  to  this  his  assist¬ 
ance  in  organizing  Johannestal  Mennonite  Church  at  Hillsboro, 
•  Kansas,  in  1884.  No  greater  monument  could  have  been  built 
then  these,  all  active  living  churches  for  the  cause  of  God. 

Elder  John  D.  Bartel  married  Eva  Vogt  a  sincere  Christian 
lady.  To  her  goes  much  credit  for  the  determination  and  achieve¬ 
ment  of  her  husband.  She  was  always  an  inspiration  at  his  side 
to  forge  ahead.  She  shared  the  tasks,  and  burdens  that  God  had 
given  them.  Together  they  reared  a  large  family,  who  were 
active  in  Christian  Church  work.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  team 
Work  of  parents  and  children  the  results  most  certainly  would 
have  been  different.  It  was  the  parents  privilege  to  see  all  their 
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children  baptized  and  nearly  all  married.  After  the  death  of  her 
husband  Mrs.  John  D.  Bartel  spent  her  last  two  years  with 
Henry  Bartels,  No.  3,  a  daughter  at  Hillsboro,  Kansas.  Here 
she  passed  to  her  eternal  rest  while  sleeping,  age  seventy  years 
ten  months.  Complying  with  her  wish  that  her  remains  should 
not  be  shipped.  She  was  laid  to  rest  in  French  Creek  cemetery, 
Hillsboro,  Kansas.  It  is  both  fitting  and  appropriate  to  close 
with  Matt.  6:  19,20,21.  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal:  But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures 
in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  corrupt,  and  where 
thieves  do  not  beak  through  or  steal:  For  where  your  treasure 

is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

Anecdotes 

It  may  be  well  to  pause  here  and  relate  a  few  instances  in 
the  Bartel  family  experiences.  So  that  the  younger  generations 
might  better  understand,  and  appreciate:  the  price  paid  in  toil, 
and  hardships  by  the  pioneers  in  the  building  of  this  Nation.  It 
will  give  the  hymn:  “Faith  of  Our  Fathers.”  a  dearer  meaning. 
The  experiences  of  this  family  were  not  unusual,  but  very  simi¬ 
lar  in  many  ways  to  those  of  other  families. 

There  were  many  trials  and  tribulations  in  those  early 
years.  As  an  example  let  us  cite  a  bitter  experience  from  Kan¬ 
sas.  With  their  savings  brought  with  them  from  Poland  Elder 
John  D.  Bartel  bought  a  farm  3l/2  miles  north,  1  mile  east,  of 
Hillsboro.  This  farm  contained  240  acres  without  a  building  on 

it.  Until  the  buildings  were  erected  they  lived  with  the  Corne¬ 
lius  Plenerts  Sr.,  a  sister  of  Elder  John  D.  Bartel.  To  buy  the 
property,  erect  the  buildings,  buy  the  equipment,  and  stock 
necessary,  required  more  money  then  their  savings.  This  gap 
was  spaned  by  a  mortgage,  which  at  the  time  did  not  seem  like 
too  much  of  a  risk  on  this  rich  Kansas  land.  However  a  few 
years  later  due  to  a  couple  successive  crop  failures  they  lost 
their  farm,  stock  and  equipment  by  mortgage  foreclosure.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  memories  of  those  who  were  there  this  mortgage 
foreclosure  should  not  have  left  this  family  penniless.  It  is  dif- 
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ficult  to  realize  the  severity  of  this  experience.  In  that  Elder 
John  D.  Bartel  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  did  not  believe  in  re¬ 
dress  by  force  in  the  courts.  He  followed  the  straight  and  nar¬ 
row  path  that  he  preached.  In  this  case  he  was  forced  to  appear 
in  court  where  the  mortgage  holder  made  settlement  taking 
everything  from  this  family. 

It  was  a  coincident  that  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  used  the 
same  text  for  his  first  sermon  on  entering  the  Ministry  as  did 
his  father  Rev.  Johann  Bartel,  in  Deutsche-Kazun,  Poland  be¬ 
fore  him.  Then  when  Elder  John  Plenert  a  nephew  was  entering 
into  the  ministry,  he  consulted  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  his  first  sermon.  Elder  John  Plenert  in  the  selection 
of  his  text  decided  to  follow  his  grandfather  Rev.  Johann  Bar¬ 
tel  Bartel,  and  Uncle  Elder  John  D.  Bartel.  In  that  he  used 
the  same  text,  that  they  had  in  their  initial  sermons.  Thus  the 
same  text  was  used  by  three  generations  in  their  first  sermon 
upon  entering  the  Christian  Ministry. 

It  must  have  been  courage  derived  from  much  sincere  Pray¬ 
er,  that  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  ventured  forth  to  problems  of 
even  greater  magnitude.  When  we  consider  that  he  was  now  in 
his  fifty  ninth  year.  Having  crossed  the  Atlantic,  into  a  strange 
land,  the  new  world.  Labored  those  early  years  in  Kansas,  and 
aided  in  organizing  the  church  there.  Now  to  venture  forth  to 
pioneer  in  North  Dakota. 

At  Hillsboro,  Kansas  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  loaded  a  freight 
box  car.  In  this  car  were  their  household  belongings,  imple¬ 
ments,  eight  horses,  and  feed  for  the  horses.  At  Kansas  City 
this  car  and  they  were  merged  into  an  emigrant  train  consist- 
'  ing*  of  two  sections  of  freight,  and  a  double  header  passenger 
train.  At  Grand  Forks.  North  Dakota  they  were  to  be  switched 
from  the  emigrant  train  to  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  branch 
line  to  Langdon,  North  Dakota.  When  they  reached  Grand  Forks 
there  was  a  flood  due  to  thawing  snow.  The  high  water  had 
washed  out  the  railroad  bridge  across  the  Red  River.  This  neces¬ 
sitated  going  down  to  Fargo,  North  Dakota,  where  the  bridge 
had  been  replaced  to  cross  the  river.  Instead  of  the  usual  time 
of  two  days  to  make  the  trip,  on  this  occasion  it  took  seven

days.  This  flood  set  a  record  for  high  water  in  this  area,  which 
stood  unbroken  for  fifty  years. 

Elder  John  D.  Bartel  with  Mrs.  Bartel,  and  four  of  their 
children:  Peter  F.  No.  7,  Henry  No.  9.  David  No.  10,  Anna  12, 
and  a  friend  of  the  family  Peter  Bartel  arrived  at  Langdon. 
North  Dakota,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  April  3,  1897,  absolute 
strangers. 

In  spite  of  the  ruling  to  have  freight  cars  unloaded  in  two 
days,  or  pay  demurrage,  Max  Bass  gave  this  family  permission 
to  use  this  car  for  three  weeks  on  the  Langdon  siding.  This  was 
possibly  due  to  Max  Bass’s  familiarity  with  the  problems  con¬ 
fronting  the  emigrants. 

When  they  reported  to  the  Great  Northern  Station  Agent, 
at  Langdon  upon  their  arrival.  Jacob  Spenst  stepped  forward 
and  introduced  himself.  It  was  kind  of  him  to  offer,  and  for¬ 
tunate  that  he  could  accommodate  this  family  in  his  home.  It 
was  highly  appreciated  by  the  Bartel  family  as  their  treasury 
had  by  now  shrunken  to  sixty  dollars.  Out  of  this  sixty  dollars 
the  family  had  to  live  and  feed  the  horses,  until  their  first  crop 
was  harvested.  Two  of  the  boys  David,  and  his  friend  Peter 
Bartel  stayed  in  Langdon  the  first  Sunday  to  care  for  the  horses. 

It  is  fitting  to  pause  here  to  give  Peter  Bartel  due  credit  for 
aid  he  rendered  the  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  family.  Peter  and 
Peter  F.  Bartel  are  two  persons,  and  not  blood  related.  Peter 
Bartel  was  a  friend  of  the  family,  who  came  with  them  from 
Kansas.  However  Peter  Bartel  was  the  same  as  a  son  in  the 
family.  In  his  willingness  to  aid  in  every  way  in  those  early 
years.  He  shared  without  hesitation  the  pioneer  hardships  of  the 
Elder  John  D.  Bartel  family.  He  aided  much  in  assisting  the 

family  in  getting  started.  After  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  was  estab- 

% 

lished,  Peter,  and  Peter  F.  filed  adjoining  land  claims  of  their 
own.  For  a  time  sharing  their  one  claim  shack  together.  Later 
they  married  sisters  Kate,  and  Emma  Graber.  A  pleasant 
friendship  through  many  years,  filled  with  grateful  memories. 

At  the  home  of  Jacob  Spenst  the  Bartel  family  were  amazed 
to  sec  a  smoke  house  in  a  snow  drift.  It  was  conveniently  lo¬ 
cated,  as  the  snow  drift  was  right  on  the  yard,  and  about  five

feet  high.  Sufficient  snow  had  been  removed  to  make  room  to 
Hang  the  meat,  a  wood  smoke  started  and  there  the  meat  was 
smoked.  Snow  in  a  North  Dakota  blizzard  differs  from  that  in 
some  other  areas  in  that  it  is  often  wind  packed.  Not  unusual 
to  hold  the  weight  of  a  horse  without  breaking  through. 

The  Bartel  family  felt  fortunately  blessed  in  locating  a 
famlding  near  the  home  of  Jacob  Spenst,  upon  their  arrival 
in  North  Dakota.  Buildings  of  any  description  were  scarce  at 
that  rime.  This  frame  building  was  made  to  serve  a  two  fold 
purpose,  living  quarters  for  the  family,  and  a  section  -partitioned 
off  for  shelter  for  the  horses. 

The  first  task  as  soon  as  -the  snow  had  melted  was  to  find 
the  location  for  their  future  home.  The  procedure  for  this  was 
to  batch  horses  to  a  wagon,  and  drive  across  the  trackless  prairie. 
They  just  drove  until  they  found  a  suitable  location.  This  coun¬ 
try  had  been  surveyed  and  marked  off  into  sections  one  miie 
square.  The  surveyors  had  set  comer  stones,  about  eight  inches 
high,  to  mark  devision  lines.  After  the  location  had  been  decided 
upon  it  was  often  quite  difficult  to  find  this  first  comer  stone. 
Doe  could  be  at  any  point  between  them,  and  often  these  stones 
were  obscured  by  prairie  grass.  Therefore  they  searched  until 
they  found  these  stones.  After  the  stone  was  located  the  mark¬ 
ings  were  taken  from  it.  With  these  markings  they  went  to 
Langdon  the  county  seat,  and  filed  claim  to  this  plot  of  land. 
The  claim  filed  by  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  was  located  fifteen 
miles  west  of  Langdon.  This  claim  was  for  one  quarter  section 
(160  acres)  in  Moskow  Township,  Cavelier  County.  The  fee  f°r 
filing  a  claim  was  fourteen  dollars  another  drain  on  the  family 
meager  treasury.  They  now  possessed  a  farm  without  a  buihi- 
ing  on  it,  virgin  land  that  had  never  been  cultivated  by  man. 

The  first  Summer  Henry  worked  for  wages  to  provule  the 
much  needed  funds  to  get  started.  Peter  F.,  and  David  sowed 
and  harvested  the  first  crop.  During  this  Summer  there  was 
much  work  to  be  done.  Sufficient  teams  went  to  Lanu<U>n  to 
fill  the  lumber  needed  for  the  house.  Under  the  super- 
'&&&*  Jfi^ob  Spenst  a  carpenter,  the  men  of  the  common  hv' 
house  in  about  a  week  including  the  cellar. 
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The  building  of  the  horse  stable  proved  more  difficult.  The 
material  used  here  was  sod,  and  had  to  be  cut  and  hauled  from 
the  prairie.  Erecting  buildings  from  sod  was  quite  an  art.  They 
would  go  near  a  slough  where  the  grass  roots  were  the  heaviest, 
The  sod  was  cut  with  a  plough  usually  fourteen  inches  wide, 
two  to  two  and  one  half  inches  deep.  It  was  then  cut  into 
lengths  twenty-eight  to  thirty  inches  long.  These  pieces  were 
carefully  hauled  to  the  building  site.  Here  they  were  laid  criss 
cross  one  on  top  of  the  other  to  the  desired  height  This  made 
a  wall  twenty-eight  to  thirty  inches  thick,  depending  on  the 
length  the  sod  was  ait  For  the  roof  timbers  were  used  to  span 
the  building  with  sufficient  slope  for  drainage.  On  the  timbers 
were  placed  roofing  tar  paper  with  sod  covering  the  paper. 

Sod  buildings  were  not  only  used  for  stables,  but  many 
homes  as  well  were  built  of  sod.  In  fact  when  these  sod  homes 
were  plastered  and  papered  they  had  the  appearance  of  any 
other  home  on  the  inside.  These  sod  houses  had  several  advan¬ 
tages.  They  were  economical  to  build,  warm,  substantial  in  that 
they  lasted  for  years.  On  the  North  Dakota  prairie  w’here  lum¬ 
ber  was  both  expensive,  and  scarce,  these  sod  homes  meant 
much  to  the  early  settlers.  This  can  best  be  realized  in  the  fact 
that  the  vast  majority  of  these  people  had  very  limited  funds 
with  which  to  supply  their  dire  needs. 

After  the  house  and  barn  were  erected  the  Bartel  family 
were  yet  to  experience  another  difficulty.  This  came  in  the  dig¬ 
ging  of  their  well.  They  dug  two  wells  this  first  Summer  but  failed 
to  strike  sufficient  water.  During  the  long  Winter  months  this 
meant  hauling  water  for  their  stock,  and  many  other  needs.  This 
proved  difficult  as  it  had  to  be  done  regardless  of  the  cold  or 
snow.  To  add  to  the  difficulty  this  first  Winter  was  severe,  for 
both  cold  and  snow.  There  was  but  one  slough  in  which  the 
water  did  not  freeze  completely  to  the  bottom.  This  was  a  mile 
away  from  which  to  haul  the  water  needed.  They  were  for¬ 
tunate  in  that  one  of  the  wells  they  had  dug  provided  drinking 
water.  The  following  Spring  a  third  well  was  dug,  and  this 
proved  to  be  a  good  one. 

Elder  John  D.  Bartel  served  as  a  clergyman,  in  the  old 
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world:  and  in  the  new  on  the  plains  of  Kansas,  and  the  North 
Dakota  prairie.  During  his  thirty-seven  years  in  the  clergy  his 
only  remuneration  totaled  one  fur  coat.  This  was  given  to  him 
by  the  group  at  Starkweather  in  appreciation  of  his  services  to 
them. 

Another  instance  is  that  regarding  the  friendship  which 
existed  between  Elder  John  D.  Bartel,  and  Joseph  Goering  of 
Starkweather.  Through  their  association  and  interest  in  Chris¬ 
tianity  they  had  become  intimate  friends.  Joseph  Goering  being 
the  older  man  it  was  his  wish  that  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  should 
officiate  when  he  was  laid  to  his  Eternal  rest.  However  when 
Joseph  Goering  passed  on  to  his  heavenly  rest  Elder  John  D. 
Bartel  too  was  in  his  final  illness.  Although  it  was  impossible  it 
was  sad  when  Elder  John  D.  Bartel  could  not  keep  his  promise 
to  his  dear  friend.  Joseph  Goering  was  the  father  of  Mrs.  Peter 
Graber,  and  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Peter  F.  Bartel  No.  7,  Mrs. 
David  Bartel  No.  10,  and  Emil  Graber  No.  40.

Mit  tiefer  Wehmut  mus  ich  meinem  Herzen  Luff  m  ache  a 
und  Dir  berichten,  was  fur  ein  groses  Strafgericht  Gott  der 
Allmaechtige,  der  ja  die  Elementa  in  seiner  hand  hat.  liber 
unser  Dorf  und  umgegend  niedergehen  lies.  Am  vergangenen 
Sonntage  um  2  Uhr  nachmittags  fing  es  nach  anhaltendcr 
Hitze  an  zu  regnen,  fast  ohne  Ge witter.  Nach  einer  halben 
Stunde  zog  eine  dunkle  Wolke  auf.  Es  wurde  ganz  finster, 
und  es  entlud  sich  ein  orkanartiger  Sturm  mit  Hagelnieder- 
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sehlag,  der  unsere  Emte  total  vemichtete.  In  meinen  Garten 
sind  80  Baume  abgedreht.  Das  Obst  abgeschlagen,  mane  he 
Baume  stehen  da  wie  in  Herbst,  ohne  Laub.  Die  Stamme 
sehen  a  us,  als  wenn  sie  mit  Kugelbiichscn  bearbeitet  wareri. 
Die  Obsternte  ist  nicht  bios  f Qr  dieses  Jahr  vernichtet,  son - 
dem  auch  noch  fiir  die  folgenden  Jahre.  Am  Hause  wurde 
eine  grosse  Weispappel  entwurzeit,  welche  noch  zwei  a  ride  re 
Baume  abgebrochen.  Die  Fensterscheiben  von  der  Siidseite 
sind  zertrummert.  Die  Dacher.  welche  mit  Pappe  gedeckt 
waren  miissen  ganz  neu  eingedeckt  werden.  Die  Kartof- 
feln  und  Ruben  sind  auch  total  abgeschlagen,  werden  aber 
hoffentlich  noch  ausschlagen.  Der  Klee  war  here  its  halb 
zusammengefahren,  da  aber  das  Dach  der  Scheune  zertriim- 
mert  war,  werde  wo  hi  alles  wieder  herausbesorgen  miissen 
zum  Trocknen.  Die  Wiesen  sind  noch  nicht  gemaht  worden: 
das  Gras  ist  auch  geknickt.  mus  alles  mit  Sens'-m  gemaht 
werden.  Wenn  es  erst  wird  abtrocknen  jetzt  haben  wir  auch 
alle  Tage  Regen — darm  werden  wir  abraurnen  miissen  und 
noch  mit  etwas  bestcllen,  wozu  es  freilich  schon  etwas  spat 
1st.  Es  ist  viel  Arbeit  zu  tun,  man  weis  gar  nicht,  wie  und 
wo  man  anfangen  soil,  das  es  Erfolg  ha  be.  Hier  mus  Gott- 
vertrauen  sein,  und  man  mus  mit  Hiob  sprechen  lemen: 
Der  Herr  hat’s  gegeben,  der  Herr  hat’s  genoramen!  Der 
Herr  schenke  uns  den  rechten  vertrauenden  Glauben!  Ge- 
denkt  unserer  im  Gebet!

Published  by  the  South  Deutschen 
Mennonite,  and  East  and  West  prcuszechen  Mennonits  Con¬ 
gregation  Conferences,  Germany. 
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HINDER  RUDOLF  BARTEL  DEUTSCH-KAZUN 
As  a  Congregation  we  had  been  watching  the  trend  of 
events  in  Poland.  The  Mermonite  Congregation  Deutsch-Kazun 
is  located  about  30  km,  from  Warschau,  to  the  left  of  Weich- 
seiuper'at  Beuckenkopfe  the  fortress  Mo  dine  According  to  the 
Congregation  Chronicle,  that  dates  back  to  1762.  Shows  that 
the  Mermonite  families  in  Deutsch-Kazun,  Czonthow,  and 
neighboring  villages,  came-  here  in  the  latter  half  of  the  18th 
century.  They  came  from  the  congregations  of  Aulm,  and  Grau- 
dtnz,  Germany  settling  here  beside  Munching,  at  Narew.  Among  -. 
the  first  families,  and  leaders  to  come  here  it  relates  the  names, 
Bartel,  Schroeder,  Ewert,  Nickel,  and  Voth.  After  a  short  time 
under  Polish  rule  the  congregation  witnessed  the  dividing  of 
Poland  by  the  Russian  Government.  In  ten  years  the  farmers 
from  Deutsch-Kazun  und  vicinity,  through  their  skill  in  farm¬ 
ing  and  fruit  growing  were  doing  very  well.  The  whole  village 
were  farmers,  for  the  most  part  the  fields,  and  orchards  lay 
along  a  hard  street  in  back  of  the  Weichsel  dam,  the  scene  was 
impressive  for  it's  German  care. 

Their  everyday  language  has  always  been  in  the  Low- 
German,  but  the  sendees  in  the  Church  were  conducted  in  the 
high  German  language.  In  the  center  of  the  village  Kazun  stands 
the  House  of  Gcd.  built  in  1892  of  frame  construction  resembling 
a  school  house.  The  former  House  of  Prayer  bad  to  be  de¬ 
molished  after  flood  waters  had  weakened  it’s  foundation. 

Elder  Rudolph  Bartel  was  bora  April  18,  1875  an  only 
child  of  high  council  leader  Peter  Bartel,  and  Elizabeth  Vogt 
Bartel.  He  always  made  his  home  in  the  Mennonite  Congre¬ 
gation  at  Deutsch-Kazun.  The  parents  gave  their  son  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  an  education,  sending  him  to  a  German  School 
in  Warschau  for  his  higher  education.  Due  to  his  ability  he 
was  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  neighbors,  who  made  him  their 
leader.  In  1904  Rudolf  Bartel  in  his  home  village  entered  into 
matrimony  with  Bessie  Elenore  Bartel.  God  blessed  this  union 
with  one  son  and  three  daughters.  Rudolf  Bartel  with. his  family 
liwd  on.  the  estate,  of  his  parents.  With',  his:  keen:. foresight,- -and.  - 
cautious  skill,  he- was  deep  rccted  in  his  religious  faith;  for 
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which  he  stood  as  firm  as  the  earth  beneath  his  feet.  For  this 
reason  while  still  a  young  man  he  was  highly  respected,  and 
trusted  by  the  people  of  the  congregation.  In  1911  he  was  chosen 
as  Pastor  of  the  Deutsch-Kazun  Mennonite  Congregation.  One 
year  later  at  37  years  of  age  he  was  ordained  as  Elder  in  the 
Church.  At  that  time  the  congregation  numbered  550  souls, 
most  of  whom  resided  in  Deutsch-Kazun.  and  neighboring  vil¬ 
lages  before  the  first  World  War.  Other  Members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  lived  north  of  the  Weichsel  River,  at  Wolhynien  in 
the  vicinity  of  Warschau. 

The  first  World  War  brought  to  the  older  folks  and  the 
congregation  a  real  trial  of  strength.  By  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  Deutsch-Kazun  had  to  be  evacuated,  as  it  was  included  in 
the  Modlin  fortification.  The  Kazun  congregation  members 
were  taken  in  and  given  friendly  shelter,  and  care  for  one  year 
with  the  Mennonite  Congregation  Deutsch  Wymysle  in  the  vicini¬ 
ty  of  Plock.  and  Ccmbin.  50  km  back  from  the  We:chcel  River. 
On  their  return  they  found  their  homes,  and  Church  had  been 
destroyed  by  the  war.  Elder  Rudolf  Bartel  led  the  congrega¬ 
tion  quitely,  and  firmly  through  these  trying  years.  After  the 
war  there  came  a  political  change  this  area  being  a  part  of 
Poland.  In  1920  grief  came  to  his  home  in  that  his  life’s  com¬ 
panion  was  called  to  her  reward. 

These  were  trying  times  for  Rudolf  Bartel’s  spirit,  but 
in  his  bust  in  God  he  never  wavered.  It  inspired  his  fortitude 
to  work  harder  for  his  congregation.  Along  with  his  Pastoral, 
and  many  other  congregational  duties,  he  went  fox-ward  to  or¬ 
ganize  a  Sunday  School  for  the  children.  Reverend  Leo  Ewert 
was  an  active  leader  in  the  Young  Peoples  Hour.  Organist 
Stobbe  was  the  leader  of  the  choir.  In  1924  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Elder  Rudolf  Bartel  the  members  of  the  congregation 
were  inspired  to  rebuild  the  Church  in  the  village.  Their  goal 
was  realized  with  the  aid  sent  to  them  by  their  Mennonite 
Brethren  in  the  faith  in  America.  After  the  first  World  war 
there  came  a  new  problem  as  the  new  Polish  regime  came  into 
power.  This  had  been  a  german  community,  now  with  the  new 
and  strange  political  infiltration  they  were  concerned  as  to  their 
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future.  Whether  they  would  be  able  to  maintain  their  former 
high  standard  of  living.  Here  again  Rudolf  Bartel  was  the  man 
of  the  hour.  He  immediately  became  the  representative  of  his 
congregation  to  the  State.  He  was  made  the  leader  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  safe  guard  the  welfare  of  the  German  communities  :n 
Poland. 

In  1922  he  again  entered  into  matrimony  with  Bessie  Lydia 
Bartel  to  whom  was  bom  one  son.  He  fostered  both  the  German 
language,  and  customs.  Many  winter  evenings  he  spent  reading 
good  German  literature  to  his  family.  His  home  was  always 
kept  clean  and  spotless  according  to  the  high  German  custom. 
It  was  the  same  in  his  flower  garden,  and  orchard,  his  entire 
surroundings  were  of  the  highest  culture,  in  the  community  his 
home  was  outstanding.  Many  visitors  and  guest  Pastors  were 
welcomed,  and  spent  happy  hours  in  his  home.  These  friends 
will  always  remember  this  beautiful  home.  His  unyielding 
reverence,  the  sorrows  which  came  to  this  family,  still  holds 
them  awe  struck.  After  the  first  world  war  living  conditions 
grew  continually  worse  under  the  Polish  regime.  This  brought 
sorrow  to  Elder  Rudolf  Bartel  to  see  members  of  his  con¬ 
gregation  sail  across  the  seas,  to  Canada.  Among  those  who 
left  were  his  two  eldest  Children.  The  separation  was  difficulr, 
but  he  rather  bore  this  then  have  them  face  the  possible  con¬ 
sequences  in  Poland.  Due  to  the  continual  restrictions  of  the 
Germans  in  Poland  during  the  Summer  of  1939,  Brother  Bar¬ 
tel  sent  his  youngest  son  to  Goethe  School  in  Graudenz,  and 
sending  his  youngest  daughter  to  the  Pastor  house  in  Danzig 
Germany.  He  never  saw  these  children  again.  The  Harvest 
Thanksgiving  service  in  1937  was  a  happy  day  for  the  Con¬ 
gregation  Deutsch-Kazun  in  many  ways.  This  was  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  Elder  Rudolf  Bartel  in  the  pastorate  as 
Elder  of  the  congregation.  He  received  many  words  of  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  his  years  of  service.  As  Elder  he  had  led 
them  through  many  difficult  times.  In  his  humble  God  trusting 
faith  he  had  been  a  real  Soul  winner,  and  a  true  living  Chris¬ 
tian.  Reverend  Ratzlaff  of  the  Mennonite  Congregation  Wymysl  \ 
and  Reverend  Gottner  of  Westpreuszche  Mennonite  Conference, 
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sent  their  brotherly  greetings  to  Elder  Bartel  and  his  congre¬ 
gation  for  the  Elder  Jubilee  of  Elder  Bartel. 

The  Spring  of  1939  brought  trials  to  the  German  folks  in 
Poland-  Many  were  misled  by  the  Poles  who  posed  as  their 
friends,  but  Elder  Bartel  refused  to  sacrifice  his  faith.  Since 
the  summer  he  had  been  waiting  for  the  hour  when  they  would 
be  freed  by  the  Germans.  In  the  beginning  of  that  Summer 
nearly  all  their  crops,  and  fruit  were  destroyed  by  a  heavy  hail 
storm.  Even  in  these  difficult  times  he  kept  his  trust  in  God. 
and  shortly  before  the  outbreak  of  the  war  they  were  able  to 
receive  assistance  from  Brethren  in  the  faith  in  Graudenz. 

With  the  declaration  of  war  the  Mennonite  Congregation 
Deutsch-Kazun  was  soon  to  experience  sorrows.  The  Polish  Mili¬ 
tary  set  up  quarters  on  the  farms,  homes  were  plundered  by  Po¬ 
lish  Military,  and  Civilian  personnel.  Requisitioning  all  the  cattle 
they  could  find.  Men  between  the  ages  of  17  to  60  were  ever 
under  the  fear  of  being  sent  to  the  dreaded  prison  Berza-Kutuska 
in  East  Poland.  Over  fifty  men  were  taken  to  this  prison,  and 
imprisoned.  They  were  imprisoned  with  more  then  8,500  other 
Germans,  held  there  until  the  area  was  captured  by  the  Rus¬ 
sians.  Many  of  the  prisoners  were  severely  ill  due  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  received  in  prison. 

Young  folks  were  picked  up  taken  as  far  as  Warschau. 
where  they  stayed  for  days,  this  caused  brawls  between  them. 
Elder  Bartel  being  over  sixty  years  of  age  was  left  at  home. 
Due  to  a  frantic  Polish  neighbor  he  was  destined  to  meet  his 
death  at  home.  Through  the  instigation  of  this  neighbor  he 
was  placed  under  arrest  by  Polish  Soldiers  on  September  7, 
1939.  Near  the  back  of  his  home  he  was  innocently  shot  by 
a  Polish  Military  firing  squad,  and  died  of  a  bullet  wound  in 
his  chest.  He  met  his  end  on  his  homestead  which  was  dear  to 
him,  with  his  hands  folded,  his  eyes  lifted  to  his  Heavenly 
Father,  to  whom  he  had  given  his  heart.  Brother  Rudolf  Bartel 
crossed  into  Eternity,  a  real  German  farmer,  and  a  true  un¬ 
wavering  Christian. 

For  the  Mennonite  Congregation  Deutsch-Kazun,  and  the 
family  of  Elder  Rudolf  Bartel,  there  was  still  no  end  to  their 
suffering  and  sorrow.  Various  members  of  the  congregation 
were  brutally  murdered  by  the  Poles.  Among  those  were  Mrs. 
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Stobbe,  with  several  of  her  children,  two  Mrs.  Schroeders,  and 
wife  and  Mother  of  Siegmund  Schroeder.  Mishandling  and  beat¬ 
ings  were  common  occurrences.  On  September  22nd  the  for¬ 
tress  Modlin  was  bombed  from  the  air,  and  shelled  by  artillery. 
Due  to  the  Poles  taking  refuge  in  Deutsch-Kazun  that  too  was 
under  attack.  The  buildings  of  various  Mennonite  families  were 
burned,  and  others  were  killed.  The  family  of  Elder  Bartel  was 
again  to  suffer.  An  aerial  bomb  hit  in  the  garden  near  the 
house.  The  explosion  burned  the  home,  and  summer  kitchen, 
the  concussion  leveled  the  granary.  As  the  summer  kitchen 
caved  in  from  the  concussion,  brother  Bartel’s  wife,  daughter, 
mother-in-law,  and  maid  of  many  years  were  buried  beneath 
the  wreckage.  The  caretaker  who  was  on  the  yard  was  killed 
by  a  bomb  fragment.  Only  the  sixteen  year  old  son  of  the 
Bartels  was  alive,  through  God’s  protection.  He  aided  in  recov¬ 
ering  his  dead  family,  and  of  necessity  to  bury  them  in  the 
garden. 

The  week  of  September  22  w’as  a  week  that  tried  our  faith, 
at  this  time  Modlin  was  taken  by  the  Germans.  The  German 
Troops  saw  our  plight,  and  immediately  gave  us  food,  live 
stock,  and  potatoes. 

The  congregation  assumed  the  responsibility  of  rearing  the 
minor  son  of  Elder  Bartel.  Both  the  West  Prussian  Conference, 
and  the  Krefeld  Mennonite  Congregation  sent  us  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  relief  as  soon  as  they  could  to  meet  our  urgent  needs. 
We  extend  our  sympathies  to  the  families  of  our  brethren  in 
the  faith  whose  suffering  has  been  great.  We  pray  that  God 
will  be  near  us  in  this  time  of  great  need,  and  will  lead  us 
through  these  dark  times. 

Several  months  later  on  December  7th,  Elder  Rudolf  Bar¬ 
tel,  his  wife,  mother-in-law,  daughter,  and  servants  were  re¬ 
buried  in  the  Mennonite  Congregation  Cemetery  at  Deutsch- 
Kazun.  In  the  wake  of  war  it  was  possible  to  hold  funeral  serv¬ 
ices  in  the  Church.  Elder  Penner-Prangenau  from  the  east  Ger¬ 
man  Mennonite  Congregation  spoke  on  these  words  of  the  Apos  ¬ 
tle  Paul:  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course, 
I  have  kept  the  faith:  Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a 
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crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge, 
shall  give  me  at  that  day:  and  not  me  only,  but  unto  all  them 
also  that  love  his  appearing.  II  Timothy  4:7,8.  With  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  Elder  Rudolf  Bartel,  a  man  went  to  his  reward  who  was 
deep  rooted  in  his  faith.  He  was  a  loving  preacher,  and  lived 
a  devout  Christian  Mennonite  faith  to  the  end.  He  reverently 
served  his  home  congregation  for  twenty-seven  years. 

HERITAGE 

In  closing  let  us  look  back  upon  our  heritage.  This  is  the 
part  over  which  we  have  no  control  whether  it  be  good  or  other¬ 
wise.  It  is  the  lives  of  those  who  have  lived  before  us,  which 
casts  it’s  reflections  upon  us,  and  whatever  those  reflections 
are  we  cannot  avoid  them. 

One  of  the  opening  statements  are,  that  it  is  gratifying 
to  begin  this  history  with  a  man  of  God.  In  closing  it  is  a 
solemn  tribute  to  every  individual  in  this  book  that  it  does 
not  include  a  person  with  a  criminal  record.  To  the  writers 
knowledge  there  are  but  a  few  exceptions  where  minor  griev¬ 
ances  have  been  taken  to  the  courts.  For  the  most  part  the 
members  of  the  clan  are  still  active  Christians.  Those  who 
have  gone  to  their  Eternal  Reward  have  given  us  a  heritage 
which  we  should  treasure.  To  us  the  living  it  is  a  challenge 
to  keep  this  record  inviolable.  That  each  future  generation  may 
share  with  deep  satisfaction  the  lives  of  their  progenitors.  That 
it  may  continue  to  be  an  inspiration  to  those  of  the  future  yet 
unborn. 

Our  Ancestors  did  not  land  at  Plymouth  Rock,  nor  with 
tile  Quakers  of  Pennsylvania.  However  they  all  shared  in  trials, 
and  tribulations,  in  their  era.  Our  Ancestors  were  no  exception, 
they  had  their  share  of  trials. 

The  decision  of  our  Ancestors  to  leave  Europe,  and  come 
to  America  proved  the  courage,  and  wisdom  of  those  who  made 
that  great  decision.  They  did  not  venture  forth  to  America  for 
their  own  selfish  reasons.  They  risked  their  life’s  savings,  and 
made  the  long  journey  across  the  Atlantic.  Venturing  into  this 
new  land  for  the  sake  of  their  children,  to  give  them  a  better 
opportunity  in  life.  During  the  first  few  years  in  America  fate 
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deprived  them  of  their  material  resources,  but  they  did  not 
despair.  It  must  have  been  their  faith  in  God,  Prayer,  and 
determination  that  urged  them  on.  Had  the  faith  and  determi¬ 
nation  of  our  Ancestors  failed  them,  we  could  be  European 
Peasants  today. 

The  geographic  frontiers  of  America  have  been  conquered. 
The  early  Statesmen  wrote  those  master  documents,  upon  which 
this  Nation  was  found.  Upon  these  the  nation  grew  and  pros¬ 
pered,  and  we  admire  them  for  their  wisdom.  For  the  most 
part  they  stand  today,  little  improvement  has  there  been  made 
upon  them.  However  in  some  instances  where  we  have  failed 
to  follow  their  perceptive  we  have  erred. 

To  us  the  living  what  does  all  this  mean?  It  means  that 
it  has  given  to  us  a  land  where  we  may  speak  freely,  where 
we  may  work  at  the  vocation  of  our  choosing.  All  are  bom 
equally,  and  may  rise  to  the  heights  of  their  ambition.  We 
have  the  opportunity  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates 
of  our  conscience.  It  has  given  us  a  freedom,  and  a  democracy 
not  known  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  We  enjoy  the  highest 
standard  of  living  known  to  man.  It  is  here  that  all  Nationali¬ 
ties  meet  and  become  Americans.  All  this  proves  the  sound 
judgment,  and  wisdom  of  those  who  had  a  part  in  the  forming 
of  this  Nation.  When  we  consider  the  resources,  and  prosperity 
of  this  land,  it  moves  one  to  say:  It  was  God  who  led  them 
in  both  deed,  and  word.  In  summation  it  is  the  American  way 
of  life.  This  American  way  of  life  is  not  something  to  be  taken 
for  granted,  it  is  to  be  lived  and  guarded  jealously.  We  should 
be  it’s  custodian,  and  instill  it  into  each  new  generation,  that 
all  future  generations  may  share  the  American  way  of  life  that 
we  have  known.  In  doing  this  we  cannot  be  too  cautious  in  the 
organizations  we  support  by  our  membership,  and  funds,  in 
both  word,  and  deed.  Our  American  Democracy  has  always 
had  it’s  enemies,  and  let  us  not  be  deceived  by  them. 

Our  Progenitors  of  all  Nationalities,  and  generations  had 
reasons  in  the  face  of  their  trials,  and  tribulations  to  be  grate¬ 
ful  to  God.  They  were  reverent  in  their  Prayers  of  Thanks¬ 
giving.  That  God  had  delivered  them  from  beneath  that  yoke 
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of  domination  in  the  land  from  whence  they  came.  They  were 
grateful  just  to  live  and  work  in  this  land  as  free  people.  To 
them  we  owe  all  that  we  are  today.  Let  us  the  passing  gen¬ 
eration.  not  forget  those  reverent  Prayers,  nor  our  responsi¬ 
bility  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  those  who  have  gone  before 
us. 

There  are  danger  signals  all  around  us,  which  we  should 
recognize,  and  heed.  If  we  fail  to  do  our  part  to  eliminate  these 
dangers,  then  we  too  are  guilty  of  neglect.  These  dangers  are 
crime,  lawlessness,  and  too  general  disregard  for  each  others 
rights.  The  inmates  of  our  vast  institutions  are  ever  growing 
larger. 

As  we  sow  so  shall  we  reap.  Delinquent  parents  attribute 
to  the  harvest  of  crime,  whose  yield  has  been  much  too  large. 
While  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  children  may  send  the 
parents  to  some  institution.  Turning  what  might  have  been  a 
golden  glow  of  happiness.  To  a  dark  cloud  of  sorrow,  and  de¬ 
spair,  at  their  sunset  of  life.  Last  but  not  least  neglecting  to 
live  according  to  the  precepts  of  the  Faith  of  our  Progenitors 
who  blazed  the  trail  for  us. 

The  cure  lies  with  each  of  us  to  obey  the  laws  of  both 
the  land  and  God.  To  institute  Christian  homes,  and  likewise 
to  do  our  part  in  the  Community  in  which  we  live.  Opportuni¬ 
ties  are  ever  present  to  aid  some  one  in  need,  in  both  word  and 
deed.  It  is  we  who  make  our  home,  and  the  homes  make  up 
our  community.  The  communities  compromise  our  State,  then 
add  the  States  together  in  one  team,  and  to  all  of  us  it  gives  a 
Nation. 

In  the  final  analysis  we  do  have  a  great  responsibility  to 
the  future  generations.  To  give  them  the  opportunity  to  live, 
work,  and  worship  unmolested.  To  give  the  future  generations 
a  free  Democracy  under  God.  Let  us  pledge  ourselves  to  accept 
the  challenge  to  preserve  our  American  way  of  life.  May  the 
words  of  the  Apostle  Paul  in  1st.,  Timothy  4:12  express  our 
aim:  Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth:  but  be  thou  an  example 
of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit, 
in  faith,  in  purity. 
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
